without success. 
When the revised 


version of the entire Bible was pub- 
lished, four years later, the run on the 
Oxford University Press 
warehouse 


was unprecedented, upward of l.ouo,- 
000 copies being issued between one 
roi'tcight and the next midday. 
At ;he 


New York branch of the Oxford Press, 
in Bieecher street, the office was be- 
sieged the night 
before 
publication, 


and special 
detectives were

around the building to prevent over- 
ezger purchasers from obtaining cop- 
ies, even by depositing their money.

The most valuable sea vegctahl" ;- 


the seaweed frum which kelp, ioii:r.i. 
and other useful substances 
are

tained. Kelp is a cp-de alkaline nut 
ter, produced by the combustion of ;ui- 
weeds. 
These are dried in thp -uu, 


and then burned in shallow exc.iva- 
tions at a low heat. About twenty o: 
twenty-four tons of seaweed yieid oi.e 
ton of kelp. 


Kelp is composed of chloride of so- 


dium, carbonate of soda, sulphate? of 
soda and potash, chloride of potassium, 
iodide of potassium or aodium, insolu- 
ble salts and coloring matter. It iiscj 
to be the great source of soda, but a 
better quality is now obtained from the 
decomposition of sea salt. 


A ton of good kelp will yield about S 


pound* of iodine, large quantities o! 
chloride of potassium, and also, by de- 
structive distillation, a large quantity 
of volatile oil, from four to fifteen gal- 
lons of paraffin oil, three or four gal- 
lons of naphtha and from one and a 
half to four hundredweight of sulphate 
of ammonia. 


There are twelve factoriea in Scot- 


land, chiefly in Glasgow, and two in 
Ireland, producing togther one hundred 
and thirty tons of iodine annually from 
this source, and ten or twelve in Fin- 
isterre, the north westernmost depart- 
ment of France, that produces fifty 
tons.—Goloen Days.

One of these delegates who was sent 


to Western Canada says: "In under- 
taking to give a description I fear I 
shall not be able to give it Justice, for 
I hardly know where to begin or when 
to end. For a plea for my judgment. 
I will assume, for an illustration, the 
experience of a man who went from 
place to place in search of a wife, and 
finding so many of good qualities and 
attractions, was unable to determine 
which to choose, so in looking for a 
home in Western Canada I like 
the 


country well, and two of my boys are 


I going this fall (they have since gone. 
I and each has a homestead), where I 


am satisfied they will do well. The 
lands which I have seen are far supe- 
rior in every respect and beyond my 
expectations. Lakes and streams to be 
found in all districts abound with innu- 
merable kinds of water fowl, while fish 
are very abundant On all sides we see 
innumerable stacks of grain, proving 
beyond doubt the fertility of the soil. 
On either side of the track can be seen 
in addition to the grain herds of cattle. 
horses and flocks of sheep. 
I have 


traveled over a great portion of the 
Western states and I have seen nothing 
to 
compare with this country. One 


hundred and sixty acres of land are 
given free to actual settlers, and I saw 
cases where as high as $20 per acre had 
been cleared in one year. I do not wish 
to advise anyone, but as for myself I 
shall leave as soon as I can arrange my 
affairs."

ADVICE TO MINISTERS. 


Although the 
methods used for 


measuring the memory may have been 
••rude, as they still are. it is nevertae- 
'•ess a great advance to be able to in- 
troduce the concept of measurement 
iuiu ilil« !>rob!em at all, says Prof Al- 
fred Binet In the "Annee Blclogiqu*' 
So far attempts have been made '.o 
measure but one kind of memory. the 
direct faculty of acquisition. The ex- 
periments deal with the uurnLer of 
memory-images that can be stored uj. 
at a single trial, without allowing tht 
subject time to rest. This is called in 
English the "mental 
span" 
of the 


memory. 
I have proposed for it tbf 


term "faculte de prehension." Several 
successive investigations have already 
been made on the measurement of the 
memory for figures and syllables; these 
are localized memories, the develop- 
ment of which cannot be considered as 
a sign of the development of the othei 
memories; we must, therefore, make 
many reservations in interpreting the 
conclusions to be drawn from these ex- 
periments. The experiment may be 
made as follows: 
A series of figure; 


is read to the subject at a regular 
speed (the speed used is in general 
two figures per second) and without 
any special accentuation. As soon as he 
has heard the series the subject, hav- 
ing been told before hand of the re- 
quirement, endeavors to repeat the fig- 
ures without error and in the order in 
which he heard them. The experiment 
Is repeated several times, beginning 
with a small number of figures—e. g., 
four, which any adult can give cor- 
rectly; it is then increased to five fig- 
ures, then to six, and so on, until a 
number is reached which tbe subject 
can no longer repeat correctly; care 
is taken to repeat each trial and allow 
sufficient intervals of rest to avoid 
fatigue and the confusion of figures in 
the memory. This procedure, adopted 
by Jacobs, Gallon and many others, 
has already borne 
fruit. 
It is not, 


properly 
speaking, a test 
of the 


memory alone; it is extremely difficult, 
be it said in passing, to experiment on 
any isolated 
psychological 
phenom- 


enon; the experiments taken together 
show, on the contrary, that the sub- 
ject employs not only his memory, but 
also his powers of voluntary attention; 
this explains why children retain fewer 
figures by this method than adults; 
their inferiority is certainly due to the 
fact that they have less control over 
their attention. The average educated 
adult retains seven figures; a child 
from 6 to 8 retains five; a child of 10 
retains six. A difference of one single 
figure is or considerable importance in 
the results and it is one of the draw- 
backs of this method that we cannot 
operate with fractions of figures.

There is nothing to indi- 
cate, either, that these quarries have 
ever been worked before—that is with- 
ia any time that geologists can figure 
out as being less than several cen- 
turies ago. 


The quarries were opened some 


years ago' but it was not until many 
hundred square feet of rock and earth 
had been taken out that tbe petrified 
figures were discovered. 
To all ap- 


pearances the stone is solid; the quarry 
was developed on the side of a high 
bank, and. working inward, in the 
very heart of the sandstone formation, 
the discoveries were made. The sand- 
stone is very soft, but bears no appear- 
ance of having been disturbed or hew- 
ed out for the purpose of 
affording 


sepulture for the bodies. 


The question then is. How did the 


bodies get there? Scientists who have 
had an opportunity of inspecting tne 
finds say it may have been that the 
bodies were buried and in time the 
rocky formation grew around them, 
but if this be a fact how was it that 
the bodies did not decay in the natur- 
al course of time, for the rock forma- 
tion is evidently the result of many 
scores of years of slow growth. 


Each one of the forms—four of them 


being found up to the present time— 
was recumbent, the hands resting at 
the sides. The color of these bodies 
is slightly darker than the surround- 
ing sandstone, which fact would of 
itself be sufficient to attract attention 
to them. 


This discovery was brought about in

In reporting tbis 
fact be remarked significantly that the 
bulk of the castile soap made in Mar- 
seilles is made from African peanut 
oil. 
The average grade of American 


peanuts is slightly Inferior to the Bast 
African peanut in oil-producing value, 
but experience has demonstrated the 
excellent quality of the American pea- 
nut oil. Foreign peanut oil conies to 
this country in large quantities under 
different names: much of it is labeled 
"virgin olive oil." 
Prof. Sadtler says 


of his experiments with oil from Vir- 
ginia peanuts: "The cold-pressed oil is 
of pale yellow color and of a pleasant 
flavor and odor. A very slight refining 
makes from it an agreeable table oil 
for salads and other culinary purposes. 
It has already been noted with English 
peanut oil (and I can confirm it from 
my experience with the American oil) 
that when once freed from the free 
acid found in the raw state it does not 
tend to become rancid as easily as olive 
oil. I have exposed samples to strong 
sunlight for weeks without developing 
the slightest rancidity." There has 
been comparatively

given to tbe production of peanut oil 
in tbis country, and at present it is 
not An important element 
in com- 


merce. However, as the chemical com-

It was 
to all appearances a petriflcation, and 
that of a human body, too, and Mac- 
Henry at once set his men to work to 
dig it out. As it was in reality a part 
of the sandstone, and not an object 
separate from It, the foreman gave di- 
rections that no attempt bp made to 
cut close to it. but to carefully cut 
around it in order to preserve the out- 
l!r.c as far 12 possible. The men there- 
fore dug carefully into the soft sand- 
stone, which yielded easily to the 
blows of the pick, and took out the 
objects and laid them on a flat rock 
near at hand. Two of the forms were 
nearly seven feet In length and two 
not more than four and a half feet, but 
whether the latter 
were those of 


dwarfs or women is simply a matter of 
conjecture.

The Morgan Forianr. 


The Morgan fortune was founded 


by J. S. Morgan, the father of J. Pier- 
pont Morgan. Born in Massachusetts, 
a farmer boy first, then clerk in a bank, 
he was able out of his savings at tbe 
age of 3S to establish in Boston a com- 
mercial house which soon 
took the 


first place .n the republic. At 43 years 
of age he visited London and there 
met George Peabody. The latter was 
so impressed by Morgan's ability that 
he offered him a partnership in his 
banking firm of George A. Peabody & 
Co., which, on the death of the great 
philanthropist, beiame the firm of J. 
S. Morgan & Co. Mr. Morgan lived 
some years in London and did so much 
to improve the credit of the United 
States that on his return to New York 
iu 1ST" a banquet was given him, at 
which the men present are said to have 
represented a total wealth of $1,000,- 
000,000. He died at Monte Carlo 
in 


1890, 
and his son, Pierpont, inherited 


$10,000,000. At the time of his father's 
deaih, however, he was already a very 
rich man. and his wealth has since 
increased in leaps and bounds; he is 
now ranked as worth $70,000,000 to 
$80,000,000. Two of his former part- 
ners Frank TVrexel and Anthony Drex- 
el, each left estates exceeding $25.000.- 
000, together giving tbe sum of $8,000,- 
000 to found charitable institutions in 
or near Philadelphia. J. S. Morgan 
who was most charitable during his 
life, also left a large sum to a college 
at his death.

graphic paper is used, ask for fresh salt- 
ed paper, but if drawing paper is used 
take it to the dealer and have it salted.
